portunity which the Abjfence of the Envious and 
Wrangling had procured them, for carrying into 
Execution their Schemes for the Encouragement of 
our Sugar Colonies. 

As our neighbouring Rivals were enabled ta enter 
the Lift with us in the Extention of their Woollen 
Manufattures, by inveigling the Unnatural and Co- 
verous 


amoneft us to fupply them with Wooll, fo were 
they enabled, by the Indulgence of their Laws, to 


fupplant us in our Sugar Frade, b carrying their 
Sugars directly to Foreign Markets from their Colo- 
nies. That their late Afcendancy over us in this 
Branch of Trade, is chiefly, if not folely, owipg to 
the aforefaid arg eer of their Government, is 
obvious for many Reafons; but particularly from 
the great Expence of their Navigation, and the con- 
fequent Dearnefs of their Freights, it compar’d with 
ours, So many excellent unanfwerable Arguments 
have appear’d in favour of this Bill before it paG’d 
into a Law, that one wou'd wonder how Fa@ien it- 
felf, with all her Art and Malice, could form a 
Pretence for the Oppofition it met with in all former 
Seffions of Parliament. 

Ir would be an Injuftice to the Adminiftration, nay 
to ourfelves, not to own with Gratitude the Patriot 
Difintereftednefs of our AMinifters, in the projeGting 
and aflenting to the afotefaid Laws and Two more, 
which I fhall mention next 


Tue conftant Language of the Opponents without 
Doors, for many Years paft, was, that no Laws were 
to be obtained or expected in. favour of Trade, fince 
all fuch Laws muf occafion a Diminution in the Re- 
venue ; and therefore would be oppos'd by the’ Mini- 

This was the Language, this rhe Excufe for the 
‘iifcarriage of moft Bills that had been petition'd for 
by the Publick, and had been oppofed only becaufe 
they had their Rife with the Minifry, or were ap- 
proved by them. How delufive this Language, how 
talfe in Fad, is now notorious to the whole Nation. 
For in the Inftance before us, we fee rhe Minifters, 
as foon as the Shackles of factiout Oppofition arc re- 
moved, proj:Cting and aſſenting to Laws for the En- 
couragement of Trade, and for preventing Faud and 
Excefs, tho’ a confiderab!e Diminution of the Revenue 
be the immediate Confequence of them. 

WitTHoUT entering into a minute Computation 
of the Duties on Woollen and Bay Yarn from Ireland ; 
on the great Quantity of Sugars, which we are to fup- 
pofe will be ſent dire&ly from our Colonies to foreign 
Markets; on Books reprinted abroad and imported bere, 
(prohibited by a Law this Seflion); and on Dice and 
Cards, as good as prohibited by the late A@ agaioft 
exceflive Gaming, &c. I fay, withour having Recourfe 
to the Cuffom houſe, Excife, or Stamp office Books, one 
may compute the Diminution of the Revenue to be very 
confiderable, from the Confequences ot the Laws paf- 
fed the laft Scflion of Parliament. And thie is not 
only an undeniable Proof of the Minifiry’s Regard to 
the Community, but likewile, that they are not ac- 
countable for the Mi‘carriage of thefe and other good 
Laws in any former Seffion of Parliament. 

THERE can’t be a fironger Proof of the Watch- 
4 fulnefs of. the AMinifiry in every Inftance, for encour- 

aging the Learning and Induftry of their Fellow-fub- 
je€ts, than in their affectionate Concurrence im the 
late Law for probibiting the Importation of Books reprinted 
abroad and firft compofed or written and printed in Great 
Britain: Nor can their Regard to Virtue and Mora- 
lity; nor their Deteftation of Fraud and Exce/s appear 
in a ftronger or more amiable Light, than by their 
z-alous Difpatch of the late Law for the more effe&ual 
preventing of fexceffive and deceitful Gaming, which, to

BuT on this Occafion, I can’t help lamenting the 
Mifcarriage of Two Bills, pa(s'd after the moft mature 
and ⸗Alctionate Deliberation by the Houle of Com- 
mons, and which, I will fuppofe, were oniy poftpon’d 
in ancthber Place, in order for further Information 
againft the next Seffion. One was, for a gencral Regi- 
firy of all Deeds relating to Property, fuch as is now pra⸗ 
ctiſea in York/bire and Middlefex; the other was, for 
the fummary Recovery of {mall Debts all over the King- 
dom, pretty cear in che fame Manner as is practiſed 
ia the City of London. ) 

As one Part ot the Legiflature thought proper te 
poftpone thefe Bills. for the prefent, we don’t think 
ourlelves at Liberty to make fach Obfervations on the 
Salutarinefé of fuch Laws, as we think they deferve.
